Tho 
mere fact that Colombia undertook to 
do anything of the kind would be con- 
sidered a menace of the free transit 
and the dictum of the United States 
that there must be no fighting on the 
isthmus. The feeling is growing that 
Colombia will declare war against the 
United Slates, but no development ia 
expected before the arrival of General 
Reyes and his fellow commissioners. 
It is believed that after he has been 
given-official information that there 
can be no backward step on Panama 
and advises Bogota to that effect, a 
declaration of war will be made by the 
Jlarroquin government chiefly' for tha 
purpose of saving itself from downfall 
and not with any idea of doing anjj 
fighting.

The Commissioner of Pensions Will 


Retire a Year Hence—A Scramble 


For His Place 


Washiugton, Nov. 25.—It can be an- 


nounced that Eugene F. Ware, the 
commissioner of pensions, will retire 
Irom that office by about the middle 
of November next year, and will re- 
turn Immediately to the practice of 
law in Kansas. His contemplated ac- 
tion is generally understood 
among 


Kan&as politicians, and has been 
the 


bubject of several interviews with the 
president, which had been kept se- 
cret. The decision to resign and to 
leturn to private life is the result of 
his long felt dissatisfaction with Ibe 
rature of the duties of hTs office, a feel- 
ing that has grown steadily since tne 
early days of his administration of 
that office. "When asked about the re- 
port of his plais Mr. Ware declined to 
admit that he nas or ever hajl any In- 
tention of tendering his 
resignation. 


Mr. Ware's acceptance of the presi- 
dent's tender of the office shortly after 
the appointment of his predecessor, 
H. Clay Bvans, 1o the post of consul 
general to Great Britain last 
spring, 


created considerable surprise, as he 
had a large law practice. 


He had not been in the office long 


before he began to feel the effects of 
the large amount of routine worfc.
